Supreme court Bits stay of execution 
Gilmore's fate back in hands 
of Provo, Utah district court 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The 
Supreme Court on Monday lifted 
its stay of execution for con­ 
demned murderer Gary Mark 
Gilmore and returned his case to 
the state of Utah. 
Gilmore’s fate now rests with 
the 4th District Court in Provo, 
Utah. 
Lawyers for the death-row 
inmate who has spurned all 
attempts to have his execution 
before a firing squad delayed, 
asked the state court last week 
to free Gilmore. 
They said Utah law requires a 
condemned man to be executed 
not less than 30 days nor more 
than 60 days from the date of his 
sentencing unless he appeals. 
The legal period expired Dec. 
7. 
The Supreme Court justices 
voted 5 to 4 to deny a request 
from Gilmore’s mother that her 
son’s life be spared until lawyers 
representing her could file a 
formal appeal with the high 
court. 
Earlier in the day it appeared 
that the court had postponed, at 
least for a week, any decision in 
the Gilmore case. The justices 
did not announce any action in 
Gilmore’s case when handing 
down several other orders in a 
morning session. 
The Supreme Court justices 
said they are convinced that 
Gilmore “ made a knowing and 
intelligent waiver” of his rights 
for federal intervention. 
Chief Justice Warren Burger, 
joining the majority, said “ this 
case may be unique in the an­ 
nals of the court” since Gilmore 
not only was not asking for a 


stay of execution, but has asked 
for execution. 
The dissenters said the court 
should stay the imposition of 
death since Utah courts have not 
determined the validity of the 
state’s capital punishment law.

Marshall, Harry Blackmun and 
William J. Brennan. 
White said “ the consent of a 
convicted 
defendant

prohibits

and 
unusual 
punishments. 
Gilmore earlier this month 


had convinced Utah officials to 
let him die but his mother, 
Bessie 
Gilmore,

Supreme Court to postpone the 
execution 
until 
her 
lawyers 
could file an appeal.

Gilmore’s attorneys, said he 
talked with Gilmore on the 
telephone after the stay was 
lifted and he said Gilmore was 
“ happy that the Supreme Court 
had acted in an expeditious 
manner.”

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Carter to name Schultze as economic advisor 


ATLANTA (A P) — President­ 
elect Carter will announce two 
Cabinet choices Tuesday amid 
reports that he had already 
chosen the president of the 
Bendix Corp. as his secretary of 
treasury and was almost certain 
to name a former IBM vice 
president 
as 
secretary 
of 
commerce. 
At the same time it was 
learned 
that 
Carter 
will 
nominate Charles L. Schultze, a 
prominent 
economist, 
as 
chairman of his Council of 
Economic Advisers. A source 
said the Schultze appointment 
might be announced this week. 
Carter 
spokesman 
Jody 
Powell said Carter would an­ 
nounce two Cabinet choices at a 
news conference Tuesday and 
probably will announce choices 
for at least two other positions 
on 
Thursday. 
Carter 
spent 
M o n d a y 
i n t e r v i e w i n g 
prospective Cabinet members 
and talking with advisers at the 
Georgia governor’s mansion he 
once occupied. 


Asked to comment on an 
Associated Press report that W. 
Michael Blumenthal of Bendix 
and Jane Cahill Pfeiffer of IBM 
had been asked to join the 
cabinet, Powell said: 
“ As late as this morning, Gov. 
Carter had informed no one on 
his 
decision 
on 
these 
ap­ 
pointments or any others. Any 
speculation was not based on 
any direct knowledge. I don’t 
have any basis to deny it or 
confirm it.” 
Asked 
whether the people 
whose names will be announced 
Tuesday had been notified in the 
hours preceding his 
midday 
briefing, Powell said, “ that is 
correct.” 
Powell also said that Carter, 
who has stated that his first 
priority in dealing with the 
economy will be in creating 
jobs, will focus particularly on 
the housing industry. He said 
this 
would 
both 
aid 
the 
depressed construction trades 
and create additional housing. 
But Powell reiterated that 
Carter’s 
final 
decision 
on 
whether to seek a tax cut will 
depend on economic statistics 
that will be available around the 
beginning of the new year. 
He said that the President­ 
elect would also consult with the 
congressional leadership and his 
economic advisers yet to be 
named before reaching a final 
decision. 
Powell 
said 
that “ barring 
unforeseen developments” the 
people whose names Carter will 
announce Tuesday will attend 
the news conference. 
He refused to name them and

Carter to name Schultze as economic advisor 


ATLANTA (AP) - President­ 
elect Carter will announce two 
Cabinet choices Tuesday amid 
reports that he had already 
chosen the president of the 
Bendix Corp. as his secretary of 
treasury and was almost certain 
to name a former IBM vice 
president 
as 
secretary 
of 
commerce,, 
At the same time it 
was 
learned 
that 
C arter 
w ill 
nominate Charles L. Schultze, a 
prom inent 
econom ist,

A source 
said the Schultze appointment 
might be announced this week.

Michael Blumenthal of Bendix 
and Jane Cahill Pfeiffer of IBM 
had been asked to join the 
cabinet, Powell said: 
“ As late as this morning, Gov. 
Carter had informed no one on

pointments or any others. Any 
speculation was not based on 
any direct knowledge. I don't 
have any basis to deny it or 
confirm it."" 
Asked 
whether 
the 
people 
whose names will be announced 
Tuesday had been notified in the 
hours preceding his midday 
briefing. Powell said, “that is 
correct.” 
Powell also said that Carter, 
who has stated that his first 
priority in dealing 
with the 
economy will be in creating 
jobs, will focus particularly on 
the housing industry. He said

The bees g o t their 
bureaucratic sy stem to g ether eo nds ag o , as 
the wag s say , but Americans are still 
g ro ping . Or, as Justice Brandeis put it: 
g o v ernment is no t an ex act science. 
The Pentag o n is as g o o d a place as any to 
illustrate the pro blems Mr. Carter faces. 
There, where the g enerals spend so me $300 
millio n in tax rev enues ev ery 24 ho urs, the 
g o o d purpo se is co rrupted by stupify ing 
waste and chro nic my o pia. A so bering 
ex ample is the 13-y ear-o ld mo rtificatio n 
which is o fficially kno ws as the Co ndo r 
missile. 


The Co ndo r was co nceiv ed as the Nav y ’s 
v ersio n o f the weapo n o f to mo rro w. A smart 
ro cket, no less, g uided to targ et by telev isio n 
techno lo g y . The idea was to dev elo p the 
capability fo r a Nav y airplane to stay a safe 
distance (up to 6 0 miles) fro m a heav ily 
defended targ et o bjectiv e, y et still destro y 
the bull’s-ey e with g reat dependability . 
Sad fo r natio nal security , ho wev er, there 
hav e been tro ubles alo ng the way . Fo r o ne 
thing the Co ndo r’s weig ht, abo ut 6 00 po unds, 
is inadequate fo r fulfilling its full destructio n 
missio n. The Walley e I missile, by co m­ 
pariso n, was junked y ears ag o when the 
Pentag o n determined that its 800 po und 
warhead co uld no t ev en demo lish a bridg e. 
Then 
to o 
there 
is 
an 
env iro nmental 
pro blem with the Co ndo r. TV g uided, it is 
thus a fair weather weapo n which is crippled 
at nig ht, during fo g , o r ev en when smo ke o r 
camo uflag e blurs the targ et o n screen. It has 
failed test after test under adv erse co n 
ditio ns, to the po int where o ne co ng ressio nal 
inv estig ato r finds it “ useless.” 
And 
finally , 
say 
Co ndo r 
critics, 
the 
m issile’s co st is unthinkable. The Pentag o n 
o rig inally planned to o rder 800 o f them, as a 
co st o f $500 millio n, plus $200 millio n mo re to 
mo dify the planes that wo uld fire them. This 
wo rks o ut to abo ut $4 00,000 apiece. By co n­ 
trast an all weather g lide bo mb co sts $7 0,000, 
a Walley e II $28 ,000. 
In spite o f these deficiencies, at least $250 
millio n has do g g edly been spent o n Co ndo r’s 
dev elo pment. No do ubt to so me ex tent 
because 
the 
Pentag o n's 
research 
and 
acquisitio n chief, Dr. Malco lm Currie, has 
g iv en it an ex trao rdinary blessing . Tho ug h» * 
o ther ex ecutiv es in the defense d e p a r tm e n t!^ 
hav e po intedly criticized the reliability o f the* 
missile, Currie has pro mo ted it witho ut 
reserv atio n. 
Senate 
pro bers 
hav e 
sug g ested 
that 
Currie’s enthusiasm fo r the Co ndo r may well 
be tied to his fo ndness fo r the weapo n’s 
primary co ntracto r, ro ckwell Internatio nal. 
Two o f Currie’s to p aides are fo rmer Ro ck­ 
well emplo y ees. And Ro ckwell has pro v ided 
Currie and a lady friend with at least o ne 
ex pense paid v acatio n to the Bahamas. 
Well, is it unusual fo r g o v ernment o fficers 
to be so co zy with g o v ernment co ntracto rs? 
If it is, the Pentag o n rule bo o k at least say s it 
sho uldn’t be. The perso nnel “ standards o f 
co nduct” fo rbid any co nflict o f interest, o r 
ev en “ the appearance o f such a co nflict.” 
And so Dr. Currie was reprimanded fo r in­ 
discretio n; he was do cked so me pay . Weeks 
later, ho wev er, he was fo rg iv en, and g iv en a 
pro mo tio n. 


Giv en all o f this, ev en Co ng ress has been 
unsettled by the intrig ue and suspicio n 
surro unding the Co ndo r missile. Earlier this 
y ear it to o k o ne o f its rare swipes at the 
Pentag o n, bo th ho uses v o ting to terminate 
the Co ndo r pro g ram. And why no t? At this 
po int in time ev en to p nav al o fficials whisper 
that the missile is ill-fated. 
And y et the sto ry do es no t end happy here. 
There are to o many unused twists and turns 
in the Pentag o n maze. Ro ckwell is lo bby ing 
furio usly fo r a reactiv atio n o f the pro g ram, 
Currie is still quietly backing these effo rts, 
and so urces say the defense department will 
ask bo th Jerry Fo rd and Jimmy Carter fo r 
the funds. Do n’t bet the mo ney wo n’t be 
fo rthco ming , Mr. Carter’s g o o d intentio ns 
no twithstanding .

Nothing lost 


Jim m y Carter spent $35 million to 
sell himself to the American people 
as a candidate for president. 
Th a t’ s not pea nuts . But it’s a whole 
heck of a lot less than ordinary. In 
fact, if recent presidential campaign 
spending trends hadn’t been reversed 
by 
effective 
reform 
legislation, 
Carter’s campaign could easily have 
cost $100 million. 
That would have been unhealthy 
for the American political system. 
The 
1972 
Nixon 
p re sid e n tia l 
campaign was a uniquely horrible 
exam ple of the corrupting effects of 
money on politics. 
There had been an escalation in 
presidential cam paign funding over 
the years, corresponding to the in­ 
crease in presidential power over 
defense spending and the economy . 
The money was spent quietly and 
legally, in most instances, before the 
Nixon team cam e along. But its 
pervasive influence on presidential 
decisions was not in the public in­ 
terest. 
Campaign reform laws provided 
that in the 1976 presidential election, 
private campaign donations would 
play a much less important role. 
Carter spent only about $10 million in 
private money to win the Democratic 
nomination. He spent $25 million in 
federal funds— $3.5 million of it 
before 
the 
convention 
and 
$21.8 
million thereafter. He was required 
to refuse all private contributions to 
h is 
c a mp a i g n 
after 
he 
was 
nominated. 
The 
limitation 
on 
presidential 
cam paign spending cut down on 
cam paign buttons, bum per strips and 
television commercials.

fingerprint the first offender and 
send those prints to the state 
police computer,** said Joseph 
D ietz, 
com m unity 
relations 
officer of the Pottstown police 
departm ent. 
“ So If the guy is picked up a 
second tim e, w ell know about 
It, * * he continued.. “ Previously, 
we w eren’t able to do this." 
U nder the new law the second 
offense becomes a misdemeanor 
with a maximum fine of IS,(MM1 
and two years In Jail. 
The third offense, and every­ 
one thereafter, is considered, a 
fe lo n y 
p u n is h a b le 
by 
a 
m axim um of $1.3,(MM fine and 
seven years in. jail,. 
All the above offenses cover 
the 
removal of merchandise 
from a business valued: at less 
than $150. It. also applies to 
altering price tags, or switching 
containers. 
The new law also provides for 
a m aximum $10,000fine and five 
year jail term for crim es in­ 
volving an item, of more than 
$130. 
“ The store owner or any store 
em ploye is permitted to make 
the a rre st," Dietz said. "They 
can file the charges themselves 
with the local district justice, or 
sum m on the police and. we will 
d o it.” 


Dietz said the suspect will be

three dollars-and-cents traps: 
(1 ) CB units have become a 
prime target for thieves, with 
stolen units having a ready 
m arket 
am ong 
"bargain- 
hunters.” In some areas of the 
U.S., 
sets 
are 
being 
stolen 
almost as fast as they are sold 
by legitimate dealers. As an 
owner, there are steps you can 
take to protect yourself, and 
unless you want to invite a theft, 
you must learn the rules and 
obey them. 
As a would-be buyer, a star- 
tlingly inexpensive price should 
be a tip-off. Unless you want to 
be a receiver of stolen goods, 
avoid the "bargain,” and report 
the offer to the authorities. 
(2 ) As of Jan. 1, the number of 
CB channels will be expanded by 
the 
Federal 
Communications 
Commission — the U.S. agency 
which regulates and licenses 
Citizens la n d Radio — from 23 
to 40, In order to help alleviate 
congestion and crowding on the 
air waves. 
You can, though, buy a new 23- 
channel unit now from some 
m ajo r 
m an u factu rers 
with 
confidence that you can send 
your set back to the supplier 
after Jan. 1 and have the set 
upgraded to 40 channels at a 
surcharge of the listed price of 
the current CB set you buy. 
Pace, 
the 
nation's 
largest 
supplier 
of 
CB 
radios, 
has 
placed its surcharge at 20 per 
cent of the listed price of its 
units, claim s this will make the 
total charge to you equal or less 
than the 40 channel sets you 
might buy after Jan. 1. Others 
have similar surcharges quoted 
as a percentage or in dollar 
totals. 
(3 ) But owners of CB radios 
seldom use more than three or 
four channels — no matter how 
many channels are available. 
With Pace quoting list prices at

Of the three traps, by far the 
most critical involves thefts. By

five stolen units taken from 
cars. 
In Dallas, for instance, more 
than 1,300 units a month are 
stolen. In Houston, thefts have 
quadrupled in less than a year to 
more than 2,300 a month.

of the United States and a bank

played modern jazz and rock 
music. 
Some visitors stayed at the 
headphones for up to an hour, 
swaying to the beat. 
The most novel element was 
the 
distribution 
of 
Russian- 
language 
copies 
of 
the 
Declaration of Independence, 
Constitution and Bill of Rights to 
all 
visitors. 
The 
documents 
came in a plastic bag — a valued 
commodity in Moscow in itself 
— along with lapel pins and a 
record of American jazz and 
classical music. 
“ They 
picked 
up 
pretty 
quickly on the Second Amend­ 
ment about the right to keep and 
bear arms,” said one American 
guide, 
John 
Aldriedge. 
The 
Soviet press often stresses the 
number of handguns in the 
United States. 
Aldriedge, a 34-year-old Voice 
of

employe 
from 
Washington, said questions from 
Russian visitors were similar to 
those asked at past American 
expositions, centering on the 
cost 
of 
education 
(Soviet

“ I wish they had shown even 
more about modern American 
life,” said one Russian woman 
who toured the exhibit. “ People 
here are interested in things like

eight tons of marijuana with a 
street value of $9 million to $16.6 
million and arrested 11 persons 
at an airport here Monday. 
U.S. Customs agents and state 
police said they made the arrest 
while the marijuana was being 
unloaded from 
a four-engine 
DC6 at the Pocono Airport. 
The officers camped out at the 
airport overnight in anticipation 
of the arrival of the contraband 
from South America. 
Authorities said it was the 
largest amount of marijuana 
seized in Pennsylvania in at 
least three years. 
“ It may be the biggest bust 
ever in Pennsylvania,” said a 
customs agent in Philadelphia. 
“ But even if it isn’t, it’s a damn 
significant one.” 
The 
Colombian 
marijuana 
was being taken from the air­ 
plane in canvas and 
burlap 
sacks of about 25 pounds each 
and loaded into large rental 
trucks when the 15 members of 
the stake-out team moved in. 
Those arrested included the 
four-man crew of the plane, five 
men at the airfield and two more 
in nearby cars who were sup­ 
posedly monitoring police ac­ 
tions.

suspects had handguns, police 
said none tried to resist arrest, 
although several tried to run 
away. 
Customs agent Clark Maurer 
said 25 pounds of marijuana 
would fill a two-suiter piece of 
luggage. The load seized by the 
raid would fill 640 suitcases. 
Besides the marijuana, police 
seized three rental trucks, a van 
and two cars, all equipped with 
two-way radios and police radio 
monitors. Three more planes 
are subject to seizure, according 
to Cognetti.

MOUNT POCONO, Pa. <AP) 
— State and federal law en­ 
forcem ent officers confiscated 
eight tons of m arijuana with a 
street value of $9 mil Ilion to $16.6 
million and arrested 11 persons 
at an airport here Monday. 
U.S. Customs agents and state 
police said they made the arrest 
while the m arijuana was being 
unloaded from 
a four-engine 
DC6 at the Pocono Airport. 
The officers camped out at the 
airport overnight in anticipation 
of the arrival of the contraband 
from South America, 
Authorities said it was the 
largest amount of m arijuana 
seized in Pennsylvania in at 
least three years. 
“ It may be the biggest bust 
ever in Pennsylvania,” said a 
custom s agent in Philadelphia. 
“ But even if it isn't, it’s a damn 
significant one.” 
The 
Colombian 
m arijuana 
was being taken from the air­ 
plane in canvas and burlap 
sacks of about 25 pounds each 
and loaded into large rental 
trucks when the 15 mem bers of 
the stake-out team moved in. 
Those arrested included the 
four-man crew of the plane, five 
men at the airfield and two more 
in nearby cars who were sup­ 
posedly monitoring police ac­ 
tions.

suspects had handguns, police 
said none tried to resist arrest, 
although several tried to run 
away. 
Customs agent Clark Maurer 
said 25 pounds of m arijuana 
would fill a two-suiter piece of 
luggage. The load seized by the 
raid would fill 640 suitcases. 
Besides the m arijuana, police 
seized three rental trucks, a van 
and two cars, all equipped with 
two-way radios and police radio 
monitors. Three more planes 
are subject to seizure, according 
to Cognetti. 
The raid was the result of a 
six-week investigation that "we 
got into by a fluke,” M aurer 
said. “ We thought it was booze" 
that was to be flown in, he said.

H A RRISBU RG

And he’s only half 
joking when he suggests locking 
football coaches in the locker 
room during a game, so students 
canmake their own decisions. 
Pittenger’s appointment as 
education secretary five years 
ago was born in controversy

lawyer, 
legislator 
and 
gubernatorial 
aide rather than an educator. 
Yet, he’s leaving Harrisburg 
for his prestigious alma mater, 
Harvard University, where he’ll 
read, write, think an teach 
students at the Graduate school 
of Education. 
I have sensed during the past 
year that I might be running out 
of steam, a development that 
would be welcome, I think, in 
some quarters,” Pittenger said 
last summer in announcing his 
resignation. “ Ithink it best to 
leave before that becomes clear 
to all.” aWhile his staff might 
dispute his contentionthat he’s 
slowing down, Pittinger, 46, did 
pause in a recent interview to 
assess the past and reflect on the 
future.

I have sensed during the past 
year that 1 might be running out 
of steam, a development that 
would be welcome, I think, in 
some quarters,” Pittenger said 
last summer in announcing his 
resignation.

A good starting point would be 
to ask yourself the following 
questions:

family’s needs be in case I die? 
Have I prepared for last ex­ 
penses? Will there be adequate 
income until the children are old 
enough to support themselves? 
How will a mortgage or other 
debts be paid off? How much 


can my wife earn if she can go to 
work? Do I want to provide 
funds for the children to go to 
college? And finally, how much 
life insurance can I comfortably 
afford?QUESTION: I want to 
add a $25,000 life insurance 
policy to my present $25,000 (I 
also have a $15,000 group policy 
at the office). Could you tell me 
roughly what his might cost me? 
ANSW ER: It depends on you 
age and on the kind of policy you 
buy. 
Some policies pay the 
$25,000 only if you die. Other 
policies (which cost more) pay 
the $25,000 even if you don’t die, 
provided you reach the age 
stipulated in the policy — 60, 65, 
or some other age, depending on 
the policy you buy. 
Some policies have a dividend. 


More young people 
buying insurance 


More young people are buying 
life insurance. A study by the 
American Council of Life In­ 
surance shows that 24 per cent of 
people between the ages of 14 
and 25 indicated that they had 
purchased 
an individual life 
insurance policy in 1976. 
That figure compares with 22 
per cent in 1974 and 21 per cent 
in 1972.

QUESTION: I just purchased 
an additional $10,000 straight life 
policy and find the cost is more 
than twice that of the $10,000 
policy my father bought for me 
as a child. Why such a difference 
now - I ’m the same risk under 
each policy? 
ANSW ER: 
No you’re 
not. 
You’re older. If your new policy 
costs “ more than twice” your 
child policy, you are probably in 
your early 30’s. The death rate 
at your present age is probably 
about four times greater than it 
was when you were 10. 


QUESTION: You have written 
about wife insurance several 
times and I ’ve been thinking 
about it, but how do people 
decide how much life insurance 
to take out on a wife? 
ANSW ER: The idea is to get 
enough so that, at a time when 
you are sick with grief, you don't 
also get wallopd inaniallv.

While the figure is improved 
the average amount owned is 
not going to represent any 
protection, on the basis of 
current income and cost of 
living. 
A good starting point would be 
to ask yourself the following 
questions: What will my 
family's needs be in case I die?

Will there be adequate 
income until the children are old 
enough to support themselves? 
How will a mortgage or other 
debts be paid off?

can my wife earn if she can go to 
work?

And finally, how much 
life insurance can I comfortably 
afford’QUESTION; 1 want to 
add a $25,000 life insurance 
policy to my present $25.000 (I 
also have a $15,000 group policy 
at the office). Could you tell me 
roughly what his might cost me? 
ANSWER: It depends on you 
age and on the kind of policy you 
buy. Some policies pay the 
$25,000 only if you die. Other 
policies (which cost more) pay 
the $25,000 even if you don’t die, 
provided you reach the age 
stipulated in the policy — 60, 65, 
or some other age, depending on 
the policy you buy. 
Some policies have a dividend. 
More young people 
buying insurance 
More young people are buying 
life insurance. A study by the 
American Council of Life In­ 
surance shows that 24 per cent of 
people between the ages of 14 
and 25 indicated that they had 
purchased an individual life 
insurance policy in 1976.

QUESTION; I just purchased 
an additional $10.000 straight life 
policy and find the cost is more 
than twice that of the $10,000 
policy my father bought for me 
as a child. Why such a difference 
now - I’m the same risk under 
each policy? 
ANSWER: No you re not. 
You’re older. If your new policy 
costs “more than twice” your 
child policy, you are probably in 
your early 30’s. The death rate 
at your present age is probably 
about four times greater than it 
was when you were 10. 


QUESTION: You have written 
about wife insurance several 
times and I’ve been thinking 
about it, but how do people 
decide how much life insurance 
to take out on a wife? 
ANSWER: The idea is to get 
enough so that, at a time when 
you are sick with grief, you don’t 
also get wallopd inaniallv. At th‘ 
m’n’mum you neeo enough to 
cover the funeral — say, $2,000. 
If you don’t have hospitalization 
insurance, or if it’s not enough to 
cover the whole medical bill of 
final illness, tack on at least 
three thousand

Consider Bigger Deductibles. Back in 11>5(), 
most drivers carried a $50 deductible on their 
collision coverage, just as many do today. 
The deductible represented 1.5 per cent of 
the median family income of $3,3 l l). The 
median income had jumped to $13,720 in 
1975. As a result, the deductible would need 
to be increased to $206 to represent the same 
1.5 per cent of the average family’s income. 
The driver who still carries a $50 deductible 
today is obviously buying a lot more protec­ 
tion on a relative basis than lie did a quarter- 
century ago. 
If his insurance premiums are 
high enough to be a financial burden, it makes 
sense for him to raise his deductibles.

Buy Lower-Cost Cars. It a smaller, lower- 
cost car will meet family transportation needs

The State farm policyholder 
in that same mid-western city could save about 
S314 a year on lull comprehensive and $50 
deductible collision coverages by buying a 
new subcompact with a list price ot $3,500 
instead of a large car with a $7,500 price 
tag. 
Use Car Pools or Mass Transit. It a car is 
now driven more than 100 miles a week to 
and from work, total insurance premiums 
can be cut about 20 per cent by joining a car 
pool to reduce average weekly commuting 
mileage to less than 30.

Consider Bigger Deductibles Back in 1*150, 
most drivers carried a $50 deductible on their 
collision coverage, just as many do today.

The 
median income had jumped to $13.720 in 
1975. As a result, the deductible would need 
to be increased to $ 2 Ob to represent the same 
1.5 per cent o f the average family’s income. 
The driver who still carries a $ 5 0 deductible 
today us obviously buying a lot moa* protec­ 
tion on a relative basis than he did a quarter- 
century ago. 
If his insurance premiums are 
high enough to be a 'financial burden, it makes 
sense for him to raise his deductibles. 
By going from a $5 0 deductible to a $100 
deductible, a motorist can cut his collision 
premium about 10 to 20 per cent in most 
states.

A change from full comprehensive 
coverage to $50 deductible coverage will cut 
the comprehensive premium by around one- 
fourth. 
The number ol dollars saved can be substan­ 
tial for drivers who pay high premiums be­ 
cause of their age or the fact they live in a 
high-risk area.

.states have plans under which 
drivers in this situation can 
obtain insurance. Details vary,, 
but. basically these plans mean 
all insurance com.pan.ies in the 
state share in paying for losses 
produced by drivers who are 
unable to get regular insurance... 
Premiums are generally higher 
than what, you’d 'Otherwi.se' pay... 
.If you can keep your driving 
record, clean for 'three yearsyou 
should then have m> trouble 
finding a company willing to 
insure you voluntarily. 


There are' ways that even a 
teenage driver can. save money 
on car insurance1. 


—If you have a. B average or 
better in school, you. may be 
eligible for a "good student" 
premium discount of Id to 25 per 
cent, depending on the company 
and your age. 
—If you have completed a 
driver training course, you may 
te eligible for a discount. But if 
your state is one that requires 
all. high school students to take 
driver education, the discount 
may be already built into your 
premium.. 
—If you drive an. older car, 
you. may be' able to without 
collision; 
and comprehensive 
coverages. 
If your car is 
destroyed 
of stolen, 
you 
generally can’t collect more 
than the actual cash value of the 
car; with a low-vaule car, you 


wouldn’t get much in .return for 
your premiums. On a newer car 
you 
should1 
have 
t he se 
coverages, but you can reduce 
your premium; by taking high 
deductibles—amounts you’ll pay 
yourself In case of a loss, For 
example, you might take a $100 
deductibel on collision rather 
than $50' 
- Companies charge extra to 
insure 
"muade” cars—those 
with high-performance engines. 
S© you may want to consider this 
befor buying one. 
—Keep your driving record 
clean. 
Most companies tack 
surcharges onto your premium 
if you. have accidents, and some 
do the tame for traffic 'Con­ 
victions. So avoid! accidents and 
careless driving. 


insurance 
purchases rise 


People continue to boost their 
life insurance coverage. 
In the first nine months of this 
year, 
purchases totaled 
an 
estimated .$227.1 billion, an 11 
per cent increase over the $265.3 
billion purchased .in the com­ 
parable period of 1975,. reports 
from the American Council of 
Life .Insurance reveal. 
Purchases of ordinary in­ 
surance were up by $1.7 billion, 
while group insurance sales 
were up $5.9 billion, and in­ 
dustrial, down $194 million.

Problems created when government becomes insurer 


The 
drivers 
were 
furious. 
They had been in auto accidents 
• some major, some minor - and 
now they couldn't Met their cars 
fixed. Why? Because the in­ 
surance com pany’s employes 
were on strike and mangement 
w asn’t 
equipped 
to 
handle 
claims. Unless they could afford 
to pay for repairs out of their 
own pockets and wait to collect 
from 
the 
insurer 
later, 
the 
motorists had to wait up to three 
months for the strike to end so 
they could Met the repairs done. 
This actually happened in a 
* 
Canadian 
province 
in 
the 
sum m er of 1975. 
In another 
province, truck drivers were 
boiling 
over 
their 
insurance 
co m p a n y 's 
way 
of 
doing 
business. If a trucker had a 
claim, that exceeded prem ium s 
he had paid to date, he was 
billed for the difference! As one 
trucker pointed out: 
“ T hat’s 
really no insurance at all,""’ 
Motorists in a third province 
had become resigned to their 
insurance 
company’s 
curious 
practices. It wasn't enough that 
they paid premiums. Each year, 
they had to pay extra fees for 
insurance when renewing their 
d river’s licenses and license 
plates. And if they were con­ 
victed of driving violations, they 
had to pay additional fees of up 
to $300 a year-even if they didn't 
actually have accidents of file 
claims. 
And in the United States, an 


auto 
in su r a n c e 
com pany 
operating 
in 
one 
state 
lost 
almost half its customers in less 
than 
two 
years 
because 
of 
rapidly 
escalating 
premiums 
and poor service. 
An indictment of the auto 
insurance industry? Not really. 
These four “companies.” you 
see, are no ordinary insurers. 
They are auto insurance plans 
operated by provincial or state 
governments. 
Governm ent has long been 
involved in insurance in both the 
United 
States 
and 
Canada. 
Mainly, it regulates such things 
as rates, the financial stability 
of insurance com panies and the 
content of insurance policies. 
For the most part, only within 
the 
last 
two 
decades 
has 
governm ent 
actually 
helped 
provide coverage • flood in­ 
surance. for example. And only 
since 
1970 
has 
the 
idea 
of 
governm ent as an insurer on its 
own, with no help from private 
companies, really taken root. 
Auto insurance • which, by its 
nature, is bound to generate 
some policyholder complaints 
about selection of customers, 
claims handling and premiums - 
has been seen as a fertile field: 
for trying to grow this unor­ 
thodox kind of plant. Experience 
has shown that while the plant 
grows, many of those forced to 
eat its fruit would contend it’s a 
weed. 
Maryland in 1973 became the 


first 
state 
to 
establish 
a 
government-run auto insurance 
sy ste m . 
It 
follow ed 
two 
C a na d i a n 
p r o v i n c e s 
* 
• 
Saskatchewan, which had had 
such a system, since IMS, and 


Manitoba, which set one up in 
1971. Another province, British 
Columbia, followed suit in 1974. 
Such 
insurance 
plans 
are 
founded on the assumption that 
governm ent can serve the in­ 


surance-buying 
public 
more 
efficiently than private com­ 
panies can. Indeed, these plans 
are 
usually 
launched 
with 
promises of better service at 
lower cost to the policyholder.
